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THE CEO's RECAP AND MESSAGE 


For the purposes of morale, CY 2004 has kept the men and 
women of the Housing and Land Use Regulatory Board 
(HLURB) more unified on all fronts. For the purposes of 
performance evaluation, it was another year of getting the 
job done. 

In retrospect, we embarked on three relatively extensive 
projects involving our Homeowners Association (HOA) 
functions which ranked high in the priority list of the Board. 
We dealt with some sad realities of life in the middle of the 
season when our commissioner for planning opted to retire 
and our regional officer in Region 12 died in a tragedy. 

But life went on and the holes eventually got plugged. In 
stepped Jesus Yap Pang who took over as the agency’s 
new commissioner for planning and Norman S. Datukon as 
OIC of Region 12. Commissioner Pang, a native of 
Mati, Davao Oriental, holds a bachelor’s degree 
in Science Agriculture. He once served as 
municipal councilor but before that he 
worked in the private sector. 

In the bigger picture, the Board’s 
contributions to the national shelter 
program should not be overlooked. 

Half a decade ago, the real estate 
sector was littered with a number of 
projects that failed due to economic 
turmoil. The cumulative effect of this 
breakdown was a crisis of investor 
confidence, which in turn led to a 
demand for corrective action. 

As the principal regulator of the housing 
sector, the Board responded in collaboration 
with the other shelter agencies. We did our part 
by initiating key policy reforms to calm these fears 
and help bring back confidence in the industry. Registration 
and licensing procedures have been simplified, processing 
time has been reduced and access to data and information 
has been improved. 

The past four years have seen a dramatic and noticeable 
improvement in the timely and fast delivery of services to 
the public. It bears noting that this year’s 172,883 residential 
units issued License to Sell (LS) already surpassed by 32% 
the 2003 total of 131,130 units. Without a doubt, the 
investment of time and effort to establish and liberalize some 
rules and policies has paid dividends. 

Given the need for some clear policy guidelines on the 
powers and duties a homeowners association (HOA) may 
assume and exercise as well as the extent of the regulatory 
and supervisory role of HLURB over this group, we have 
taken efforts to formulate uniform and enforceable policies 
in consultation with the associations themselves. In 
addition, we harmonized and integrated the varied and at 



times conflicting rulings of the Board and our regional offices 
relative to specific issues concerning these groups. 
Initiatives in this regard include the revision of the HLURB 
Rules of Procedures, formulation of the Rules on 
Registration and Supervision of HOA and formulation of 
Framework of Governance for HOA. 

The Board has always supported the shelter policy that 
encourages self-help approach to housing such as the 
Community Mortgage Program and cooperative housing. 
To expand its coverage and fast track the production of 
housing most especially to the poorest of the poor, we 
accredited projects of non-governmental organizations and 
foundations engaged in community development for the 
underprivileged and homeless sector as compliance to the 
20% socialized housing requirement under Section 18 of 
RA 7279 and exempted them as well from the licensing 
requirements of the Board. This policy allows such 
organizations to build inexpensive houses in 
partnership with corporations, universities, 
civic group and government agencies. One 
fine example is Gawad Kalinga 777 which 
envisions to build 700,000 homes in 7,000 
communities in seven (7) years. These 
projects though are not for sale to the 
general public but for award to selected 
beneficiaries on a sweat equity basis. 


There was no let-up also in our 
continuing effort to push for the 
formulation and completion of 
Comprehensive Land Use Plans (CLUPs) 
by our Local Government Units (LGUs). Let 
the record show that more LGUs are now 
learning to embrace the idea of a guided 
development which also explains why our town 
planning program is moving rapidly. On the grander 
scale, we approved the provincial physical framework plans 
(PPFFs) of Antique, Northern Samar and Northern Palawan. 
Only the comprehensive land use plan/zoning ordinance of 
Quezon City was approved by the Board during this year 
among highly urbanized cities/municipalities but there is a 
strong possibility that all of which will be completed in 2006 
as only a handful remain without plans. 

From a personal perspective, I thought the Board had 
significantly achieved, and in some cases overshot, its 
program goals for the year. The completion of HOA projects 
exemplifies that we too are capable of great things if we 
work together as a team. A different challenge could be in 
store for us in 2005 but that is to be expected. 

With conviction and great resolve, we shall move on!

HLURB scored a significant above-target percentage scores in the field of regulation , enforcement 
and formulation/updating of policies, guidelines and standards during the year. 


Comprehensive Land Use 
Planning Assistance 

For the last five (5) years (CY 2000-CY 2004), 
HLURB was able to provide technical assistance to 
807 Local Government Units (LGUs) in the 
formulation of their respective Comprehensive Land 
Use Plans (CLUPs) and Zoning Ordinances (ZOs) 
or 11% more than the total target of 722 LGUs.

In CY 2004, accomplishment in the provision of 
consultancy services to LGUs in Comprehensive 
Land Use Planning was greatly affected by the 
national and local elections which were conducted 
during the year. The lethargic scenario continued 
until the end of the year as a result of subsequent 
changes in local administration. Chief Executives 
who were new to the position had other priorities 
which resulted in the deferment of assistance to 
some targets. 

Out of the targeted 153 LGUs, only 129 LGU (83%) 
were provided technical assistance. Aside from 
these targets, 12 LGUs requested for further 
assistance in the completion of their unfinished 
CLUPs. 

Collaborative efforts with the LGUs, other 
concerned agencies and the private sectors led to 
the formulation of 67 new plans.

Review and Approval of 
Comprehensive Land Use Plans 
(CLUPs) and Zoning 
Ordinances (ZOs) 

The review and ratification of CLUPs of highly 
urbanized cities, independent component cities, 
Metro Manila cities and municipalities and provinces 
is lodged with HLURB. The Sangguniang 
Panlalawigan is charged with the review and 
ratification of component cities and municipalities. 


As of December 2004, a total of 904 LGUs or 56% 
of the 1,610 cities and municipalities nationwide had 
approved CLUPs/ZOs of which eighty two percent 
(82%) or 745 were updated. Of the 80 provinces, 
73% or 58 had approved Provincial Physical 
Framework Plans (PPFPs). The rest are still on 
various stages of the planning, review and approval 
process. 


To ensure completion and adoption by 
the respective Sangguniang Bayan 
(SB)/Sangguniang Panglunsod (SP), 
technical assistance was likewise 
provided to a total of 355 LGUs in CY 
2004 particularly in the integration of 
comments made by the Provincial 
Land Use Committee (PLUC)/ 
Regional Land Use Committee 
(RLUC) in the course of the review. 
This resulted to the approval of eleven 
(11) CLUPs/ZOs. List of approved 
CLUPs/ZOs is shown in Table 2.

Deputation of Zoning Administrators/Officers was 
introduced by HLURB to institute and ensure proper 
implementation and enforcement of the approved 
CLUPs and ZOs at the LGUs. Under this program, 
designated Zoning Officers/Administrators of the 
LGUs are properly trained by HLURB in the 
processing and issuance of permits and zoning 
clearances to development projects. Though a 
devolved function to LGUs under EO 72, HLURB 
continued to issue zoning permits and clearances in 
behalf of LGUs which

did not assume said 
function and to those 
without updated plans. 
The devolution regis¬ 
tered an 18% dec¬ 
rease in the number 
of Deputized Zoning 
Administrators (DZAs) 
from 250 in CY 2003 
to 205 in CY 2004. This 
also led to the reduced 
number of Certificates 
of Zoning Compliance 
(CZCs) issued by the 
DZAs by 18% from 
8,709 (CY 2003) to 
7,161 (CY 2004).

CY 2000, the business started to pick up in CY 2001 
and registered around 20% (1,797) increase and 
continuously maintained the upward trend until CY 
2004 (2,370). The increase likewise was registered 
in the number of units covered by these licenses to 
sell. Evidence is illustrated in Table 4. For five years 
(2000-2004), a total of 9,657 projects were issued 
licenses to sell covering an aggregate total of 
1,310,084 units. 


Licenses to Sell Issued 

After a prolonged slump which started in CY 1997 
and lasted until CY 2000, year 2004 proved to be a 
good year as the real estate sector continued to 
make strides. From 1,433 licensed projects in 


On the other hand, Figure 1 clearly illustrated how 
the different project categories fared in terms of 
growth rate. From CY 2000 to CY 2004, the number 
of housing units produced under the Socialized 
Housing and Medium Cost categories consistently 
went up while an abrupt increase in the number of 

economic housing units 
was noted in CY 2004.

23% and Open Market at 13%. 

Regional Field Office III (Central Luzon Region) 
recorded the highest number of housing units under 
the Open Market category with 9,442 or 42% of the 
total (22,904), Region 4-A (CALABARZON) 
followed with 3,575 (16%) and the Expanded 


National Capital Region (ENCR) with 3,021 (13%) 
as shown in Figure 2. 

Economic Housing and Socialized Housing units 
were prevalent in the CALABARZON area (RFO 
IV-A), in the Central Luzon Region (RFO III) and in 
the Western Visayas Region (RFO VI) as illustrated 
in Figure 3.

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Certificates and Other Issuances 

The total number of Development Permits (DPs) 
issued to residential projects was 316 covering 
31,291 units. Of this total, Simple Subdivision pro¬ 
jects had the highest number with 209, Condo¬ 
minium projects under PD 957 came in next with 57 
followed by Socialized and Economic Housing under 
BP 220 with 13 and 10 projects respectively. 

For non-residential projects, a total of 16 projects 
were issued Development Permit with a cor¬ 
responding total of 100,402 units. Topping the list 
was DPs issued to Memorial Parks with 99,029 
plots/niches followed by the Industrial Subdivision 
with 723 units, Commercial Condominium with 450 
units, and Commercial Subdivision with 200 units. 

Both residential and non-residential projects 
produced an aggregate total of 332 projects covering 
131,693 units. 

In 2004, aside from the DPs, a total of 10,836 other 
permits, clearances, and certifications were issued. 
During the same year, 716 Homeowers Associations 
(HOAs) were registered and 4,657 Licenses to 
Brokers and Salesmen were issued.

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Monitoring and Investigation of 
Projects 

HLURB conducts monitoring/investigations to 
ensure that development of projects comply with the 
approved subdivision plans. The activity likewise 
provides ample bases for actions in response to 
complaints filed. Investigations are either field or 
non-field types. The former is carried out in the 
actual location of the project while the latter, which 
is popularly referred to as table monitoring, is 
performed through an examination of records 
pertinent to the project, e.g., copies of licenses/ 
permits issued, sales status report, etc. In addition, 
activities of Homeowners’Associations are likewise 
monitored and supervised. This is usually done 
through table monitoring to update their records. 


Field investigations went up despite inadequate 
roadworthy vehicles in the field offices and 
budgetary allocations. In CY 2004, combined field 
and non-field monitoring recorded a total of 23,295 
or 6% above the target of 22,000. 



Adjudicated Cases 

Complaints relative to the violation of pertinent 
legislation and HLURB rules and regulations which 
are formally filed with the Board are decided upon 
by the designated Housing and Land Use Arbiters 
(HLAs) both at the Central Office and at the 
Regional Field Offices (RFOs). Cases filed at the 
RFOs without HLAs are acted upon by the Legal 
Services Group (LSG) stationed at the Central 
Office. 


The HLAs handled a total of 3,378 registered com¬ 
plaints including 741 HO A cases filed during the 
year of which 1,255 cases were decided. Notwith¬ 
standing the absence of lawyers/arbiters in 12 out of 
16 regional field offices, the performance rated 
above the last four years’ performances.

Appeals/Petitions Resolved 

An aggrieved party in a case decided by an HLA 
may file a petition for review or appeal the decision 
of the HLA to the Board of Commissioners. If un¬ 
satisfied, he may still elevate his appeal to the Office 
of the President which decision is final and subject to 
review only by the Supreme Court. 

The four divisions of the Board of Commissioners 
resolved 522 cases, of which 72 (14%) were HOA 
cases. This represented 12.33% of the petitions 
(4,233 cases) reviewed and prepared for deliberation 
by the Appeals Review Group (ARG) and the Board 
Secretariat (BoardSec). 
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Guidelines, Standards, Rules and 
Regulations 

The Board thru the Rules and Standards Develop¬ 
ment Group (RSDG) continues to promulgate, up¬ 
date/amend policies, guidelines and standards and 
regulations to ensure that the same are in line with 
the current laws, development trends and demands. 
Four guidelines/standards were updated/amended at 
a 100% accomplishment against target. These are as 
follows: 

• Amendments of certain rules and regulations of 
PD 957 and BP 220 relative to the requirements 
for Notice of publication for Certificate of 
Registration and License to Sell; 


Amendments to the review and approval process 
of CLUPs of Metro Manila cities and municipal¬ 
ities to integrate concerns of PRRC and other 
agencies; 

Amendments to the CLUP review and approval 
guidelines to streamline procedures, update the 
parameters for review and integrate recent policy 
issuances relevant to the approval of PPFPs, 
CLUPs and ZOs; 

Amendments of the revised IRRs for PD 957 
and BP 220 relative to the provision in planting 
strip. 


Miscellaneous Agenda 

In addition to providing services to its clientele, 
HLURB was also an active participant in meetings, 
conferences, public hearings, dialogues and 
consultations of inter-agency assemblies both in 
government and the private sector where the 
technical and legal expertise of its officials and 
personnel proved invaluable. HLURB experts 
likewise responded to congressional committees’ call 
for comments and recommendations on legislative 
proposals. 

The “Housing and Technology Fair” was an 
occasion for HLURB to be with housing developers, 
investors, technocrats, real estate organizations 
(CREBA and SHDA) and key shelter agencies 
officials for information dissemination.

Manpower Resources 

The HLURB operation relied on a 443 workforce a 
1% decrease from last year’s total manpower count 
of 447. Of the total, 313 (71%) were regional field 
office assignees; 130 (29%) were based at the 
central office; 416 permanent, 16 temporary, 5 
casuals, 4 with fixed terms and 2 co-terminus 
position holders; 353 technical and 90 non-technical 


specialists, and 268 female and 175 male members. 

Staff Development Program made an impressive 
mark on capability building for administrative, tech¬ 
nical and legal personnel in both local and 
international scenes.

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Review, Updating and Enhancement of the HLURB Comprehensive Land 
Use Planning Guidelines 


In consonance and pursuant to the provisions of the 
Local Government Code of 1991 (RA 7160) and 
Executive Order No. 72, HLURB thru the Rules and 
Standards Development Group (RSDG) has formu¬ 
lated a number of planning guidelines for LGU’s 
comprehensive land use planning. Aware of a num¬ 
ber of initiatives relating to development planning and 
governance both at the local and international scene 
which have had significant impact to local planning, 
prompted HLURB to update the existing planning 
guidelines. Recent policy issuances and concerns 
from various stakeholders including the recommen¬ 
dations which emanated from the Planners’ Forum 
which was held in October 2003 and Workshop on 
Local Development Control System: Metro Manila 
Experience, have likewise influenced the decision to 
integrate sound development control and strategic 
planning concepts in the current planning guidelines. 

Among the international cooperation agenda that 
seek to be integrated in all planning systems and 
processes is the population and development inter¬ 
relationship. The International Conference on 
Population and Development or ICPD highlights the 
full integration of population concerns in all govern¬ 
ment plans and policies. Governments are urged to 
make all their policies and plans POPDEV sensitive. 
It is in this light that the Population and Development 
Strategies (PDS) Sub-programme executed by the 


Commission on Population forged collaboration with 
the HLURB and entered into partnership with the 
latter in the Review, Updating and Enhancement of 
the CLUP Guidelines otherwise known as Special 
Project No. 5. 

Special Project No. 5 started in March 2004. 
Because of the project’s significance and 
importance, all activities are funded using the 
Board’s income from its regulatory operations. 

The project includes a nationwide consultation and 
review/assessment of the existing HLURB planning 
guidelines with emphasis on specific sectors. A 
series of focused group discussions, inter and intra- 
regional consultations were spearheaded by the 
three (3) Sectoral Development Study Groups 
(SDSGs) composed of HLURB personnel from 
sixteen (16) Regional Field Offices (RFOs) 
nationwide under the direct supervision and close 
coordination with the Project Management Office 
(PMO) based at the Central Office. 

Simultaneously, consulting services was procured to 
work as a team, and in close cooperation with the 
PMO. The Consultant was primarily tasked to 
assist in the enhancement and updating of the 

Guidelines for the Formulation/Review of 
Comprehensive Land Use Plans.

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With HLURB’s vision for a participatory process 
and acknowledging the limitations in funding all the 
necessary activities for the project, POPCOM’s 
initiative to collaborate with the Board in various 
activities relating to the said project was timely and 
cordially welcomed. 

With the firm conviction that population and develop¬ 
ment issues are vital considerations in local planning 
process, the Board formally expressed its intention to 
forge greater collaboration with UNFPA, specifi¬ 
cally, in the “Enhancement of the HLURB CLUP 
Guidelines” within the limitations of the approved 
implementing guidelines, as well as other projects of 
the Board relating to Development Planning. 

The request for funding support to augment 
HLURB’s budget in updating the guidelines for 
comprehensive land use planning was eventually 
approved and granted by the United Nations 
Population Fund through a Memorandum of 
Agreement between the Board and the POPCOM. 

Finally, on 23 August 2004, the UNFPA, POPCOM 
and HLURB formally entered into an agreement for 
and in support of Special Project No.5. Through the 
MO A, the following three (3) major activities were 
undertaken: 

• Focused Group Discussions (FGDs) 

FGDs were held in eight (8) selected cities 
nationwide to increase the qualitative and 
quantitative data in the review and assessment 
phase. These data will determine the extent of 
changes or enhancements to be made in the 
existing 10-volume CLUP Guidelines.

Guidelines on how to use Geographic Information System in 
comprehensive land use planning and land use monitoring at 
local government level 


Background 

With rapid urbanization and dramatic growth of 
population in urban areas, the Philippines is experi¬ 
encing increased pressures on its natural resources 
that contribute to the degradation of the urban 
environment. In addition, the problems being faced 
by urban societies such as environmental pollution, 
congestion and traffic, crime, malaise and unemploy¬ 
ment are being aggravated by the lack of housing, 
transportation and communications infrastructure, as 
well as poverty, disease and overall lack of basic 
services. These problems thus, highlight the need for 
rational and efficient management of urban re¬ 
sources as well as the restoration of urban functions 
that will help these urban areas implement sustain¬ 
able development strategies to cope with the conse¬ 
quences of rapid urban change. 

The ability of countries to manage urban growth and 
change will depend on timely access to data on the 
urban environment and on how effective these data 
could be transformed into useful information to 
support planning and decision making particularly at 
the local level. It is in this area of acquisition, 
manipulating and displaying complicated interactions 
between spatial and attribute data that Geographic 
Information System (GIS), has proven to be an 
effective tool for a wide range of applications, When 
combined with other new technologies such as 
Global Positioning System (GPS) and Remote 
Sensing (RS) further provides an enhanced and 

invaluable tool to use 
with other databases 
and spatial infor¬ 
mation in, various 
stages of sustainable 
development plan¬ 
ning and manage¬ 
ment of the urban 
environment. 


Project Objectives are to 

Prepare guidelines on how to use GIS in comprehen¬ 
sive land use planning at local government level and 
hereby: 

• Promote coordination, uniform geodata 
standards and metadata specification between 
central and local level; 

• Develop Land Use Planning and management 
tools in the decision-making process using GIS; 

• Equip HLURB Central and Regional Planning 
Staff in order to improve its ability to assist 
LGUs in its Land Use Planning Activities using 
GIS. 

Project Implementation 

This project is a GIS project by the Housing and 
Land Use Regulatory Board which started in August 
2004, and will be running for two years. Main 
activities are development of the procedure of 
comprehensive land use planning using GIS; develop¬ 
ment of geodata standards and metadata specifica¬ 
tions for uniformity based on the IATFGI National 
Spatial Database and the Sida/NAMRIA Municipal 
Base Mapping Project and human resource develop¬ 
ment such as training of trainers. The project will be 
running in parallel with a HLURB funded project 
called 44 Updating and Enhancement of CLUP 
Guidelines” which aims to update and simplify the 10 
volume guideline to make it more user friendly for 
the LGU planners. In this manner, they would be 
more capable to prepare and update their CLUPs 
with little or no assistance from consultants. The 
“Cookbook” will be integrated and synchronized into 
these guidelines.

The two-week learning 
journey to Sweden for HLURB and LGU staff 
aims to know, experience and compare the 
planning situation using GIS in Sweden. The 
technical working group composed of planners 
from both HLURB & LGUs who will be joining 
the trip were identified in the proposal which 
was approved by Sida. The members of the 
TWG will be responsible for providing inputs in 
the “Cookbook”. Several municipalities and 
planning Institutions will be visited. These 
experiences and insights will hopefully be consi¬ 
dered as inputs into the guideline. 

• The project will also include workshops with 
the Inter Agency Task Force on Geographic 
Information (IATFGI) in the future. The aim is 
to update the document prepared by the task 
force to include the metadata standards in 
planning to be set for the LGUs, which is an 
essential chapter in the “Cookbook”. 

• Synchronization of the “Cookbook” with the 
CLUP guidelines will be a major activity as a 
way of integrating and enhancing the guidelines. 

• Another major activity was the GIS training 
conducted by Namria for selected regional 
planning staff involved in providing technical 
assistance to the LGUs. Hopefully, it is per¬ 
ceived that the regional planning staff in all the 
16 regional offices will be able to participate in 
the GIS training before the project ends.
